Inaugural Meeting Monday 


The statutory meeting of the City 
Council was held on Monday  after- 
when the 
‘new Aldermen, W, J. Botterill, W. 
T. Coote, and-J. T. Watson took 
the oath of office and were eonfirmr 
ed in their seats. Mayor-elect S.N. 
Carseallen had taken his oath of 
office, but was. absent in the east, 
and will probably be back for the) 
first regular meeting Thursday 
night. 

Secrit 
son cee D and stated the 
duty of the new Council was 
elect an acting Mayor. 

On motion of Aldermen Carswell 
and Coote, Alderman Botterill was 
clected acting Mayor for. three 
months. 

The acting Mayor in taking his 
seat congratulated the new menvbers 
of the Council on their election, and 
welcomed them to a seat on the 
Council Board. 

Aldermen Lord and Carswell also 
gave them a hearty welcome. 
~ The new Aldermen replied, thank- 
ing the acting Mayor and Aldermen 
for the kindly welcome given then. 

F. W. Galbraith, the retiring 
Mayor, was present, and was asked 
by Alderman Botterill to address the 
Council, and give the members a 
few remarks regarding work, coming 
before the new Council, and the un- 
finished work, which would be new 
to the incoming Aldermen. 

Mr. Galbraith congratulated the 
Aldermen on the confidence shown in 
them by the people, and had no 
doubt that they ‘would discharge 
their duties satisfactorily. 
found much pleasure in his 
service; the people were the 
masters a citizen could serve. He 
had no particular advice to give 
them ; perhaps he might repeat a 
word he had given the incoming 
Mayor, and that was: Not to prom- 
ise anything except consideration. 
Aldermen would find it wiser not to 
come to the Council pledged to any 
man’s cause. They should hold 
themselves free’to make up _ their 
minds after all the facts were before 
them. There were responsible mat- 
ters facing them-—they had to deter- 
mine the basis of assessment for 
the year, with the options allowed 
in the new City -Act; they had to 
revise the building and wiring = in- 
spection by-laws, and the license by- 
law would have to be overhauled. 
In their hands was the charge of 
the men employed by the city. The 
city scale of payment was reason- 
ably liberal, and if they were not 
getting service to suit them, they 
were entitled to have it. He wished 
them every success in their impor- 
tant duties. 

Mr. Galbraith briefly reviewed the 
industrial concerns of the city, and 
the prospects opened up bythe 

railway extensions, and sincerely 
hoped the present year would be one 
of prosperity for Red Deer. 

The acting Mayor replied briefly, 
after which the Council adjourned.

Centro. Scheme was completed 
taken ‘over by the” officials of 


Department of Militia and Defence on] 


Tuesday, December 30th. 

The dast year or two has seen 
quite a number of. Canadian cities 
investigating the. possibflities and 
advisability of adopting some scheme 
of town planning or a civic centre 
scheme, but Ned Deer, ever in. the 
van as far as actual municipal pro. 
gress is concerned, is the first West- 
ern city to dotany- more than get 
its ideas on paper. 

A brief outline of the scheme as it 
will be when completed may be of 
interest. The centre of the city 
available, without’ any great cost as 
far as purchase of land is concerned, 
consists of half a block ‘belonging to 
the Dominion Government, on cne 
corner of which the new post. office 
will be erected this summer ; on the 
opposite corner, next ‘Mann St., 
will be eventually the customs build- 
ing, and back from and between the 
two. will, it is hoped in the near 
future, be a city library, When 
this part of the scheme is completed 
it will of course necessitate the de- 
molishing of the present Dominion 
Lands and Customs office, but, as 
aven our good Libéral friends’ must 
be willing to admit,. the building 
being more like a grain elevator 
than a Government building, no one 
will regret to see it pulled down. 

Hast of the Dominion Government 
half block, is a whole block owned 
by the city, owing to the great fore- 
sight of a previous Town Council. 
Qn this block will eventually be plac- 
ed the new city hall, the central 
piece of architectural design ‘of the 
city, facing the post ofllice and 
customs - building. 

At the east end of the city block 
is the armory, already built, and on 
the opposite east corner will even- 
tually be the new fire hall and police 
station. 

Hast of the city block again is 
a half block on which ‘the T, A, 
Gaetz and Welton houses stand. The 
good Liberals, not to be outdone by 
what the conservative party has al- 
ready accomplished in the way of an 
armory and a post office, are endeav- 
oring to have the purchase of this 
half block made by the Provincial 
Government, for the erection of a 
land titles office and a court house. 
Difficulties will be encountered in 
working out the entire scheme, but 
it can be accomplished, and doubt- 
less will be. 

A description of the armory may 
possibly be of interest. Some people 
think that a building erected  pri- 
marily for the training of men to 
fisht is a sin and a waste of 
money, but in the opinion of the 
writer the purpose of this particular 
building goes far further than this. 

One of its great objccts is to. help 
mould the youths of our city and dis- 
trict into manly men. A person ob-- 
liged to live at a hotel or boarding 
house in Red Deer for a month would 
realize the absolute want of con- 
genial and healthful amusement in 
Red Deer in the winter after the 
day’s work is done, and if the 
armory, with its accompanying 
facilities for manly exercises, will 
enable, say, even only fifty of our 
younger fellows to have a_ place 
where the body will be invig« ~»ted 
and the mind thereby made healthy, 
we believe on that one point alone, 
and there are many others, the con- 
struction of the armory is more than 
justified. 

The armory is a solid brick and 
stone‘building, roughly 100 feet long 
by 66 feet wide. At each side on 
entering from front of building are 
two troop cquipment rooms, each 
23x13 feet. Beyond these on the 
ground floor is the drill hall, 68 fect 
by €O Sect with an open roof, and 
this hell has, in addition, a baleony 
20) feet by 12 feet. Doubtless — it 
will be possible to use the hall for 
citizens’ meetings, and as it has a 
seating capacity of nearly 800, this 
feature alone is a great asset to the 
city. 

The basement has two furnace 
rooms, fuel room, ash store, sad- 
dlery, washing room, lavatories (in- 
cluding a shower bath), and the rest! 
of the excavated portion of the base- 
ment is oecupied. by a schooling 
range, 60 feet by “4 eet. 

The second floor of front of build- 
ing has a recreation room for the 
troopers, 30 fect by 20 fect, with a 
large open fireplace, an oflicer’s mess 
and a kitchen, each 12 by 24 feet. 
The third tloor of the building is for 
Sergeants’ mess, caretaker’s  quar- 
ters and regimental storerooms. 

The exterior of the building is of 
Calzary sandetone, Tregillus, Cal- 
gary, bricks, and asbestos shingles. 

The interior finish is of white 
sand and lime bricks, hard wall 
plaster und hardwood floors through- 
out, 

The general contractors for the 
building were Nesbitt & Millar, of 
Mdmontor, who were good enough, 
to place all the sub-contracts with 
Red Deer firms, as foliows :

[t is because croatalin—snake: poison 
sis. a heart depressant, and: kills: by, 
enfeebling’ or paralyzing: the.

Alcohol is algo a depressant,’ so that 
giving alcohol to a-person ~ suffering 
from the bite of a. rattle-snake, or 
any other sort of a poisonous 
bite, but. diminished his chances for 
recovery. 

When: alcohol was regarded as. a 
stimulant and tonic, there was justi- 
fication—at least theoretic justifica- 
tion—for using it in certain states 
of debility and exhaustion, But now 
since we know that it is only’ a 
depressant and narcotic, there is no 
stientific reason why it should be 
‘used in these conditions. 

1. Is it necessary to take a whis- 
key ‘sling when a person has a cold? 
No. ‘Hot lemonade is the best pos- 
sible drink in such cases, and orange 
juice should be freely used, as it has 
a. tendency to hinder the  develop- 
ment of pneumonia. The after‘effect 
of whiskey is to depress the heart 


and injure the blood cells ; hence it| 


does more harm than pood. 


2. Is alcoholic liquor useful to 
warm . persons ‘exposed to cold 
weather?) No. This has been con- 


dusivaly: proved by Arctic explorers. 
Alcohol really robs .the body of its 
heat, by driving the »lood to the 
skin, and so cooling it more rapidly 
than is natural. Arctic . explorers 
found that men froze much more 
quickly if alcoholic liquors were 
drunk than if they were not ; hence 
such liquors are not now part of 
Arctic equipment. Tea or coffee, 
or ginger tea, or even plain hot 
water are all better than any alco- 
holic drink as they warm without 
any after-effect of chilling. 

3. Is it wise to give brandy when 
a person falls in a faint, or in a 
fit of apoplexy? Nothing could be 
more dangerous than alcohol in 
apoplexy, as it might cause fatal 
hemorrhage. Nothing can be done 
by unskilled hands but to lay the 
patient on his back with the head 
and shoulders somewhat raised, and 
to apply cold applications to ‘the 
head, and hot cloths to the feet, 
and hands, and to gently rub the 
arms and legs. Dr. Matthew Woods, 
of Philadelphia, says that alcohol 
given to a fainting person really de- 
lays restoration, and in extreme 
cases of fainting or exhaustion, the 
liquor may cause death, because it 
dimiishes the efficiency of the heart 
muscles.

4. Are wines or beers good for peo- 
ple who have stomach trouble? No. 
It has been shown by repeated 
experiment that wines and beer 
makes digestion much slower. These 
drinks contain other substances in 
addition’to alcohol, which have an 
injurious effect upon digestion. Peo- 
ple often feel better for a little 
while after taking liquor, because it 
deadens the nerves; that is, makes 
the nerves drunk for a time. 

d. Is whiskey useful in la grippe? 
No. It has been found that when 
whiskey is given in this disease, 
there is great heart exhaustion and 
feebleness, and pneumonia often fol- 
lows ; and if the patient recovers it 
is a long, slow recovery. 

6. Is wine good for old people? No. 
Wine is not the milk of the aged. 
It tends to produce heart weakness, 
muscular pains, and deterioration of 
the blood vessels. Alcohol is re- 
sponsible for much insanity and men- 
tal disorder in the ‘aged. Alcohol 
causes acute mental depression in 
elderly people. 

7. Does whiskey drinking hinder 
people from taking disease? No. It 
has been proved that alcohol partly 
paralyzes the white blood cells, 
which are the natural defences of the 
oe from disease. It is the work 

f these white cells to destroy dis- 
ease germs ; but alcohol makes them 
drunk, so they are unable to do 
Therefore a 
person who uses liquor is more lia- 
ble to disease and more slow in re- 
covering from it than an abstainer. 

8. Is coca cola a harmless drink? 
No. It is a drug drink. It is made 
up with a dri called caffeine, which 
has an injurious effect upon the 
nerves and also upon the digestion. 
Many of the soft drinks sold under 
fancy names tontain caffeine, and 
some of them cocaine also. Many 
nervous wrecks have been made by 
these drug drinks. The sale of 
ao drug drinks should be prohibit. 
e ’ 

Y. Is alcohol useful for weak child- 


ren? No. The best medial authori- 
ties now say that alcohol always 
injures the growing cells; hence 


should never be given to children ‘in 
health or sickness. Sir Thomas Bar- 


low says: ‘Children should be 
taught that abstinence is not fanat- 
icism, but rational self-control in 
.{respect to something which is 
fraught with untold risk.’’

No. For thirty years in the 
medical wards of Merey ospital,

It may be classed as a drug 
and a posion, all the more danger- 
ous because insidious, and often de- 
layed ‘in its visible effects, It has 
no recognized position as a medi- 
Cine ; there is no disease, of all the 
thousands known, of which we can 
say that alcohol or an_ alcoholic 
beverage will cure it.

ANNUAL STATEMENT OF 
CITIZENS’ BAND. 


Red Deer, Dec. 31st, 1913. 
To the Editor of The News. 

Dear Sir,—In presenting the an- 
nual statement of the Red Deer 
Citizens’ Band to the public, 
through your columns, L desire to 
offer a few words of explanation for 
the delay. Such was not due to the 
bouks not being ready, as _ these 
were examined and found correct be- 
fore the city paid the band the bal- 
ance of the 1913 grant on November 
28; in fact they were examined a 
few weeks before that. date. The 
delay has been entirel) due to my 
desire to be able to present a state- 
ment showing a surplus rather than 
a deficit. 


The books, as examined by the 
city, showed a cash balance in hand 
of $25.28, but there was then 


owing to the nien the sum of $28.00, 
and we since discovered an account 
of $7.75 owing the Advocate from 
1912. - 

In response to our appeal through 
the press, we were favored . by a 
donation of $10.00 from Mr. J. 
Michener, M.P.P., and $2.00 from a 
“Friend.’’ Wo are thus enabled to 
pay all accounts and have a surplus 
of 18 cents on hand for the work of 
the Band in 1914. 

The reason for our running; so close 
this year is that $106.47 was paid 
for new equipment, uniforms, instru- 


ments and music, etce., which,  to- 
gether with our rent at $5.00 per 
month, exceeded our estimate of 


$125.00 for management. The Band 
did not hold a garden party or 
other attraction and received only 
$22.00 in donations this past year 
as against $51.00 in 1912. 

While at the moment of writing 
the Band has only a balance of 18 
cents to carry forward from 1913, as 
against $52.70 from 1912, thoir posi-

‘Capt. J. C. Moore of the 35th 
Central Alberta Light Horse has 
approached the Band with a view 
to having it attached to the Squad- 
ron. This would enable the Band 
to have free practise hall and uni- 


forms, ete., while not interfering 
in the least with the Band filling 
other engagements as a_ Citizens’ 


Band. If a foot pregiment could be 
formed in the city, and the Band be- 
come attached to that, there would 
be additional advantages of Govern- 
ment support for instruments and 
other equipment in addition to uni- 
forms. In any case, I should like to 
see some move being made to form 
a company or more of infantry in 
this city. : 

In closing I wish to solicit for the 
Red Deer Citizens’ Band the hearty 
support of all citizens during the 
year 3914 jj also wish to thank the 
citizens generally and the Council 
and those who have made financial 
contributions in the past, particu- 
larly for the kind help which 
assisted greatly in building up the 
organization to its present posi- 
tion. And, chief of all, I désire to 
publicly thank the members of the 
Band during the past four years 
who have stood so faithfully by me 
at all times. In. resigning the 
leadership of the Red Deer Citizens’ 


Band, it is simply done in the hope 


that a professional bandmaster may 
be engaged, and not with any inten- 
tion of withdrawing my services 
from the -Band in any capacity in 
which they may be required.

{Parcel Fost early ead 


Liquor Will Be Barred From 
~The New Public Service. 


Quietly and unostentatiously—for 
he is a poor advertiser~Hon. L. P. 
Pelletier, Postmaster-General is 
pushing ahead his parcels’ post plans 
and now announces that the system 
will be inaugurated sometime in 
January. 

It is a question whether the peo- 
ple of Canada appreciate what Mr. 
Pelletier has accomplished since he 
became a cabinet minister. He has 
made in the first place free rural 
mail a practical thing for the far- 
mers of Canada—at least the far- 
mers of the older parts. The old 
government made many promises in 
this regard, but outside of a few 
routes hurriedly established just pre- 
vious to elections for political pur- 
poses practically nothing was ever 
done, outside of the purchase of 
enough boxes at high prices to last 
the government for years. 

Mr. Pelletier has reorganized this 
branch, and placed it in the hands 
of efficient officials. He has ener- 
getically pushed free rural mails. 
Today whole counties in Ontario are 
served by free rural mail, while al- 
most the whole éf the Province of 
Prince Edward Island is now cover- 
ed by rural routes. The system is 
also being spread in Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, Quebec, British Col- 
umbia and, where practical, in the 
prairie provinces. 

M.. Pelletier has also been respon- 
sible for securing substantial cuts 
in cable rates, and far from satis- 
fied has been endeavoring to secure 
further reductions. 

Another announcement may be ex- 
pected shortly. 

But his great accomplishment will 
be parcels’ post. For years’ there 
has been an agitation in Canada for 
a parcels’ post. Time and again it 
has been urged in the house by Con- 
servatives. The Liberals always re- 
fused ;-they would not even consider 
the matter. It remained for Mr. 
Pellelier to introduce a measure last 
session authorizing him to establish 
such a system. He has been work- 
ing on it all summer and fall, and 
now the system is about to be in- 
augurated and Canada will secure a 
teform which has beon urged for 
years. 

In connection with tho inangura- 
tion of the system Mr. Pelletier has 
announced that it has been decided 
not to allow any liquor to ‘be car- 
ried. Mr. Pelletier, who is a firm 
believer in temperance principles, has 
absolutely refused to allow liquor te 
bo handled through tho medium 
the parcels’ post.

Mr. A. D. Penny, editor of “Farm 
Life,” Chicago, writes his. impressions 
of the Canadian West as follows: 

“Mixed Farming Chances.” ‘While 
grain raising, that is to say, wheat 
caising, will probably remain for a 
long time to come, the chief product 
of Canadian farms, nevertheless, I was 
most favorably impressed with the 
opportunities open to the man who 
engaged in mixed farming and stock 
raising. I believe that with the pos- 
sibilities for economical meat produc- 
tion, which this country appears ‘to 
possess, the greater profits will be 
found in beef and pork productions 
anc dairying. The risk will be found 
much less and the returns more sure 
than in grain farming. In the districts 
surrounding the towns of Dauphin, 
Humboldt, Prince Albert, Vermilion, 
North Battleford and Edmonton we 
found conditions were adapted to stock 
raising and general farming. The 
natural brome grass and western rye 
grass make great~growth here and 
provide economical feed in abundance. 
Timothy grows well and alfalfa is be- 
ing experimented with, with good re- 
sults. In fact, in the first two weeks 
of August we found pastures as green 
and as luxuriant as June meadows In 
the States. Hay is plentiful through- 
out this section and stock is finished 
on ground barley, oats or frosted 
wheat. 

_The development of stock raising is 
still in its infancy here, nevertheless 
farmers are beginning in a small way 
and have already demonstrated that 
this line of farming brings in the most 
satisfactory returns In’ the long run. 
What is more, these farmers are build- 
ing for the future and are laying the 
foundations for a permanent and pro- 
gressive agriculture.

The Government keeps 
a watchful eye on him from the time 
he leayes his. old” home in United 
States, Great Britain or elsewhere; 
supervises ‘his passage to Canada and 
across’ Canada to his:‘new home, and 
presents him with 160 acres or more 
of land. Why not carry the paternal 
system a step further, and by employ- 
ing some of the money the Western 
farmer pays in as revenue,. provide 
a large corps of agricultural experts 
to supervise his first efforts: in farm- 
ing. ; 

There is no limit to the methods 
that might be employed to assist the 
Western farmer financially during his 
first few years on the new land. If 
he felt that the money he was pay- 
ing out of one pocket in the form 
of a customs revenue was going back 
‘to him ‘through the other pocket in 
another form, the spirit‘of unrest and 
discontent which now: prevails in 
some sections would disappear. The 
iron and steel bounties have built up 
tremendous industries at the Canadian 
Soo, Hamilton, Sydney, New Glas- 
gow and other points. : These indus- 
tries have brought returns not alone 
to the manufacturers who organized 
the enterprises, but to their workmen, 
andthe merchantsinthe towns in which 
they are located. Agriculture is like 
iron. and steel, a basic industry, and 
there would be every justification for 
@ more direct system of Government 
aid to the agriculturist than is now 
afforded by the agricultural college.

. Much has been written since the 
census of manufactures of 1911 was 
made public by the Government at 
Ottawa about the enormous develop- 
ment in manufacturing that has taken 
place in the last ten years in the larger 
cities of the West, such‘as Winnipeg, 
Calgary, Medicine Hat, Edmonton and 
others, A more recent bulletin from 
Ottawa indicates that the smaller 
towns in the West have also made 
a great expansion in manufacturing— 
in fact most of them came under the 
eye of the statistician for the first 
time in 1911.° This is perhaps a more 
striking evidence of the development 
of manufacturing in the West than is 
the growth in the larger cities. 

In Manitoba four towns—Dauphin, 
Neepawa, Souris and Virden—have 
thirteen industries with $500,449 capi- 
tal, employing 187 hands and with pro- 
ducts ‘to the value of $482,625 annually. 
The wage bill of these smaller factory 
towns of Manitoba totalled $100,714 
fn the year 1911. Ten years ago there 
was no manufacturing establishment 
in any of these towns worthy of enu- 
meration: by the Census Bureau. 

In Alberta five towns—Camrose, 
Coleman, Macleod, Red Deer and We- 
taskiwin have twenty industries with 
$782,817 capital, employing 456 hands 
and producing products to the value 
‘of $663,203. The wage bill of these 
smaller factory towns of Alberta to- 
talled $200,716 in the year 1911.
